“The success of any large organized 
work is to a large extent the reflection 
of the personality behind it—and just 
as the Women's Institutes In England 
reflect the vigorous enthusiastic work 
of Mrs. Aifred Watt, so do the Alberta 
Women'e Institutes reflect the master- 
dy organization and the far-sightedness 
f Miss Mary MacIsaac. ANhough Al- 
erta can only Soam the population of 
the city of Toronto, the number of 
branches and membership of the Al- 
berta Women's Inetitutes take second 
Place in Canada, and Government as 
‘sistance and organization began only 
m 1912. The first Institute in Alberta 
yas organieed in Lea Park in 1919 
by Mrs. Graham. In 1912 the few 
branches in existence were assimilated 
) under the Department of Agriculture. 

In 1915 when Miss. Mary Maclsaac 
was appointed the first superintendent, 
they nuanbered 42, with a membership 
of 1,209. Today they number approx- 
imately 300 branches, with a member- 
ship of 15,000, which is a phenomenal 
owe when one gonsiders the popu- 
ation and the pfoneer conditions of 
Alberta.

city council may be in finding 
places in which to apply the 
inandate of the voters to cut down 
the annual expenditure, and there- 
fore the tax-bills, economy alone 
cannot be expected to re-establish 
civie finances on a safe and sane 
basis, nor to restore to city 
property the discount to which it 
has been subjected by a system of 


discriminatory taxation. | doing humanity a service. 


The accomplishment of one of 
these purposes is involved in the 
other. The city will not be sound 
in credit until city property re-| 
covers a value that will stand as 
unquestionable security for the/| 
city’s liabilities; and the civic) 
finances cannot be expected to be- | 
come flexible until property is 
again of such recognised worth | 
that there can be no doubt about | 
the willingness of people to pay 
taxes on it. 

Merely cutting down the ex- 
penditure for this year will not 
accomplish that end: If the tax 
system remains unchanged there 
will remain the possibility that 
next year or the year after an ex- 
travagant council may return to 
the wasteful ways of previous 
years; and so long as the property- 
owner is the only person in the 
community who needs to worry 
about how much is spent it cannot 
be supposed that there will de- 
velop any wild anxiety on the part 
of non-owners to buy. If the men- 
ace of a future repetition of the 
past few years experience is to be 
removed there will have to be such 
a broadening of the basis of tax- | 
tation that it will be made to the} 
§nterest of non-owners, as well as! 
of préperty-owners, to keep down 
expenditure and get value for 
what is spent. 

The single tax system was 
adopted in Edmonton under the 
impression that it would help to 
make and keep land cheap, and 
therefore encourage home build. 
ing. That land has got cheap no- 
body can doubt. But the homes | 
are not being built. More than 
that, the building of homes has de- 
creased in proportion as the value 
of city lots decreased. While lots

Wage Board With Full

Workmen’s Pay Promised—Measure of State Control | 
of Medical Treatment Proposed—New Jury Act Being | 
Prepared Along Most Progressive Lines. 


Further light on the government's 
intention regarding the proposed 
creation of a minimum wage beard 
for the province was furnished Friday 
forenoon when the officials of the Al- 
berta Federation of Lebor presented 
to the executive counc!l of the provin- 
clal government the various resolu- 
tions adopten during the labor con- 
vention thig week in Edmonton. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney-general, 
said it was the intention of the gov- 
ernment to practically adopt the re- 
port of the special committee on the 
Wage question, and that the factory 
act would probably be amended to 


allow the wage commission full juris- | 


diction to establish a fair wage scals 
for women in the province. However, 
he was opposed {o the suggestion that 
before the wage commission offictally 
fixes a schedule the legislature should 
raise the minimum now established 
by the factory act. 

In the matter of a more perfect 
mechanio’s ifen act, the attorney- 
general expressen the hope that there 
might be someone somewhere who 
possesses the power to draft an act 
along this line perfect in all particu- 


lars. However, he agreed that wages | 


should have a first claim on business 
and eaid he would see that the laws 


provide, if they do not now, for the | 


Payment of wages, so far as was hu- 
manly possible, prior to all other 
claims. Alse he favored making an 
employer liable to police court fines 
and imprisonment it worthless 
ohecks were given for wuges. 


Medical Supervisor's Board. 


The government promiseg to take 
unner consideration a proposal to 
have the workmen's compensation 


act broadened to provide for general 
medical attention, the cost of which 
would be borne by a direct chargesup- 
on ths workers, but which would be 
supervised by the workimen’s compen- 
satin board, and who would meet the 
costs of such attention from the 
funded collections. It was pointed 
out by Acting Premier Hon. R. 
Mfitchell that the scheme was a very 
large one, and would have to 
thoroughly discussed in detail before 
any action could be taken. 

In connection with a proposal to 
gtve free saniturium treatment for tu- 
bercular patients in the province, 
Hon. Mr. Mitchell explained what 
measures were being taken to grap- 
Ple with the problem, but said the 
cost of a scheme proposed in the re- 
solution simply could not be borfie by 
the province. ‘The cost of the insane 
asylum would be a mere bagatelle.”’
